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Extra trains in overhauled timetable 


HONITON looks set to be one of the winners 
in South West Trains’ new timetable proposal. 

The changes haven’t been confirmed, but the com¬ 
pany wants to increase afternoon and evening week¬ 
day peak time services between Exeter and Honiton. 

If approved, the new timetable would, for example, 
mean two trains per hour from Exeter to Honiton dur¬ 
ing the evening peak. 

Consultation is currently taking place with local au¬ 
thorities and rail user groups about the proposals. 
Speaking about the timetable proposal as a whole, 
Tim Shoveller, Chief Executive of the South West 
Trains-Network Rail Alliance, said: “These are excit¬ 
ing and innovative proposals that would provide a 
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greatly improved service for thousands of passengers 
in Somerset, Dorset and Devon and could also create 
brand new links to London for many communities. 

“The new services are designed to provide new op¬ 
portunities for work, leisure and business and would 
deliver a huge boost to the region’s economy. 

“We’ve had some great initial feedback on our ideas 
and we’re now urging the local communities and busi¬ 
nesses to have their say and let us have their feedback 
on these new proposals.” 


The timetable changes proposed could be intro¬ 
duced as early as December this year if regulatory ap¬ 
proval is given. 

Consultation is taking place until April 2nd with 
stakeholders across the SWT network. 

Proposed changes to the December 2015 timetable 
include: 

• A half-hourly train service from London to Tis- 
bury, Gillingham, Templecombe, Sherborne and 
Yeovil Junction between 3:20pm and 7:20pm; 

• More than doubling the existing train service at 
Yeovil Pen Mill with an additional 18 South West 
Trains’ services every day; 

• Seventeen trains every day connecting Yeovil 


Campaign to restore Juanita portrait 


A FUNDRAISING campaign has 
been launched to restore a treas¬ 
ured portrait of Honiton's most fa¬ 
mous former mayor, after it was 
revealed that the painting has been 
left propped against a wall in an up¬ 
stairs office at The Beehive for al¬ 
most a year. 

The historic painting of Juanita 
Maxwell Phillips, 11 times a Mayor of 
Honiton, has been neglected since

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the town council moved its offices 
to the community centre in April 
last year, and is badly in need of re¬ 
pair and refurbishment. 

Councillor Caroline Kolek, who is 
leading a fundraising appeal to have 
thOe portrait fully restored and dis¬ 
played in the Beehive, said she was 
disappointed that Honiton's pio¬ 
neering former mayor had not yet 
been given pride of place in the 
community centre. 

She said recent events to mark 
International Women's Day should 
serve as a poignant reminder of 
Mrs Phillips' dedication to the cause 
of women's rights in the early 20th 
century. 

“I am disappointed that the por¬ 
trait is still, after a year, propped up 
in a meeting room upstairs," she 
said. 

“She should be up, taking pride of 
place in the main public area down¬ 
stairs. 

“In order for this to happen, the 
frame, which is very dirty and 
cracked, needs to be restored, and I 
have asked the town clerk to obtain 
quotes for this work. 

“I then intend to fundraise for this 


work to be completed so we can 
have Juanita Maxwell Phillips - a 
great woman of this town - where 
she rightfully belongs." 

Devon's first female county 
councillor, Juanita Maxwell Phillips 
served as Honiton's first citizen 
from 1920 to 1923, and again in 
1925. 

She reprised the role in 1936 and 
was mayor through to 1940, before 
a final year of service in 1945. 

A pioneering suffragette, she 
joined the war effort in 1915 in re¬ 
turn for the promise of votes for 
women. 

Having left Honiton for London, 
she worked in the War Office set¬ 
tling the accounts of young officers 
killed on the front line. 

As mayor, she oversaw the intro¬ 
duction of a mains water supply in 
Honiton and set up the town's first 
theatre company - the Little The¬ 
atre. 

Local historian Tony Simpson, 
who has spent years researching 
her extraordinary life, said a proper 
presentation of the portrait was 
long overdue. 

“She was a very distinguished 
person and someone the town 
should continue to honour," he 
said. 


“She has missed her place at The 
Beehive so I would personally sup¬ 
port any efforts to raise money." 

He added: “She is associated with 
an enormous number of policies 
introduced in the 1920s and 1930s 
that have stood the test of time in 
this town. 

“And long before The Beehive, 
she founded Honiton's first - and 
to my knowledge, only - profes¬ 
sional theatre company." 

Mr Simpson and Exeter Univer¬ 
sity's Dr Julia Neville, joint publish¬ 
ers of Mrs Phillips' biography, ‘Viva 
Juanita', have also agreed to give a 
copy of the book to anyone who 
contributes £5 or more to the 
restoration fund. 

Dr Neville said: “Honiton Town 
Council are custodians of a signifi¬ 
cant piece of national history which 
must be preserved." 

Moira Macdonald, co-ordinator of 
the Fawcett Society's Devon 
branch, said her organisation would 
also be interested in contributing to 
the appeal, and that it usually re¬ 
sponds to bids of up to £300. 

She said: “It would be wonderful 
for us to be able to help preserve an 
important piece of Devon's his¬ 
tory."

A YOUNG woodworker from Mike Rowland & 
Son Wheelwrights in Colyton attended a special 
celebration of apprenticeships at the House of 
Commons last week. 

Apprentice bench maker and journeyman 
wheelwright George Richards, 18, who joined the 
traditional company in September 2013, met with 
Skills and Equalities Minister Nick Boles at the 
event and was invited to share his experiences of 
taking on an apprenticeship. Organised by the 
National Apprenticeship Service, the event 
showcased the products and services made by 
apprentices to politicians, existing apprentice 
employers and business leaders. 

Jason Holt CBE, the government's small busi¬ 
ness apprentice ambassador, also announced 
the formal launch of an online peer-to-peer sup¬ 
port platform for small business, Apprentice- 
makers. 

George, a seventh generation woodworker in 
his family, has always been passionate about be¬ 
coming an apprentice in the traditional trade and 
displayed four small wheels and a door he had 
made by hand at the event. When taking on his 
apprenticeship in 2013, he was the only in the 
country to be funded by the Livery Council Ap¬ 
prenticeship scheme, and studied once a week at 
Exeter College. 

Later this month, George will be travelling to the 
USA for a working month in colonial Williams¬ 
burg to learn pre-industrial methods in wheel 
manufacture. 

The celebration of apprenticeships took place 
in the wake of research from economists at the 
Centre for Economics and Business Research 
(Cebr), releasing new research showing millions 
of consumers would prefer to do business with 
apprentice employers.

our plight.” 

The building is on 
East Devon District 
Council (EDDC)-owned 
land and leased to St 
John Ambulance. 

The joint Rainbows 
statement added: “It's 
really disappointing 
that, despite EDDC 
identifying Seaton as a 
town in need of regen¬ 
eration, they have no 
compunction in de¬ 
molishing a well- 
equipped hall used by 
many local community 
groups.” 

As part of the em¬

Council agrees Beehive lease 
after marathon meeting 


COUNCILLORS have finally 
agreed to grant a long-term lease to 
the company running Honiton’s 
Beehive community centre, follow¬ 
ing a marathon meeting that took 
place over two days. 

It means that Honiton Community 
Complex will continue to manage 
the building for the next 10 years, 
providing they are able to obtain 
charity status. 

Councillors were compelled to 
make an urgent decision on the mat¬ 
ter, with the company’s existing 
short-term lease set to expire on 
Thursday last week (March 12th) 
and the doors of the Beehive poised 
for closure. 

A decision to approve the lease 
agreement was finally taken at an 
adjourned meeting on Tuesday 
(March 10th), after a scheduled 
meeting was brought to a halt at 
10pm the night before. 

The lease had already been agreed 
in principle last year, but a number 
of amendments to its terms were 
brought before councillors at last 
week’s meeting. 

These were eventually signed off 
on Tuesday evening, but only after a 
chaotic meeting the night before 
where councillors were urged to 
delay the decision. 

Councillors voted to adjourn the 
Monday meeting by 24 hours, after 
a heated debate about the lease 
dragged on beyond the 10pm cut-off 
point. 

The South West Audit Partnership 
is currently examining the council’s 
handling of the Beehive finances 
and is due to publish a report before 
the end of the month. 

And Deputy Mayor John Zarczyn- 
ski warned that while the council’s

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actions were under scrutiny, it could 
compromise itself by making a cru¬ 
cial decision on the lease. 

Councillor Zarczynski instead pro¬ 
posed extending the current arrange¬ 
ment, in case the SWAP report 
revealed anything “unsatisfactory.” 

He stressed that he did not want to 
stand in the way of the volunteers’ 
“tremendous” work at the Beehive, 
but that the council had a duty to the 
public to ensure everything had been 
done “by the book.” 

However, his proposal was voted 
down by a majority of the council¬ 
lors, some of whom were upset that 
an item had been added to the 
agenda at a late stage. 

And on Tuesday evening, council¬ 
lors voted to approve the amended 
lease, after a further round of heated 
exchanges. 

Councillor Zarczynski, Councillor 
John Taylor and Councillor Les Lunt 
all reiterated their concerns that the 
decision would impinge upon the 
SWAP mediation process. 

But a majority of councillors 
agreed it was time to draw a line 
under the debate and allow the Bee¬ 
hive company and its team of volun¬ 
teers to continue under a 10-year 
lease. 

Councillor Les Bayliss said: “It is 
time to put this one to bed and let the 
company get on with managing the 
building. 

“It would give the company and 
the public much more confidence in 
the building. Why should this coun¬ 
cil spoil their success?” 


Councillor Gary Elliot warned that 
further stalling could lead to volun¬ 
teers walking away from the Bee¬ 
hive, and Councillor Caroline Kolek 
said the council had become a “joke 
in the town” over the issue. 

Councillor Vivienne Ash added: 
“We must be decisive and take the 
only viable option. I truly believe it 
is in the best interests of the council 
and the long-term sustainability of 
the Beehive - and of the town. 

“We need to ensure the company 
has the confidence to continue run¬ 
ning this excellent facility. And the 
council needs to turn its attention to 
the many other issues that have been 
pushed into the background.” 

Following the decision, Honiton 
district councillor Mike Allen wrote 
to the Mayor, Councillor Peter 
Halse, questioning the legality of the 
vote. 

Councillor Allen, a long-term 
critic of the way the process has 
been handled, said the decision rep¬ 
resented “the worst example of 
failed democracy this town has 
seen.” 

A statement issued by the town 
council after the meeting read: “The 
agreement for lease will allow Honi¬ 
ton Community Complex to sign the 
10-year lease once it obtains its char¬ 
itable status. 

“This will enable the Beehive 
company and its volunteers to build 
on the success of the community 
complex’s first year. 

“The company can now plan fur¬ 
ther ahead, continue to employ staff 
as resources allow and work towards 
ensuring the long-term viability and 
security of Honiton’s most important 
community asset.”

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New organisation to manage county libraries 


DEVON County Council (DCC) has de¬ 
cided to set up an independent organ¬ 
isation - a community-owned mutual 
-to run its libraries. 

As a result, all of DCC's libraries will 
remain open and continue to be man¬ 
aged by professional library staff. 

It is understood that the formation 
of a mutual will save about £400,000 
in business rates a year alone. 

The idea came about when plans to 
introduce a two-tier library system as 
part of a £1.5 million cost-cutting ex¬ 
ercise was met by disapproval. 

The finer detail of the not-for-profit, 
community-owned organisation will 
be worked on in the coming months. 

Councillor Roger Croad, Cabinet 
member with responsibility for the li¬ 
brary service, said: “Creating a new in¬ 
dependent organisation to run our 
library service will ensure it remains 
the dynamic and vibrant service at the 
heart of community life that our resi¬ 
dents'value so much. 

“Our library service is recognised as 
one of the most innovative in the 
country, providing services that sup¬ 
port health and wellbeing, children’s 
attainment and economic growth in 
the county. 

“This plan builds on our recent suc¬ 
cesses and gives the library service 
the opportunity to grow rather than 
contract at a time of significant aus¬ 
terity. 

“We’ve welcomed support from 
communities, and come up with a plan 
that not only secures a strong and 
sustainable future for the service, but 


also means communities can be much 
more actively involved in their local li¬ 
brary by supporting and improving the 
services they offer. 

“I’m encouraged by the success of 
the ongoing community pilot pro¬ 
gramme that is underway and already 
beginning to show the benefits of 
greater community involvement in the 
library service. 

“By working together we can 
achieve the modern, high quality li¬ 
brary service that meets the needs of 


the local community. 

“We’ve got a lot more work to do 
over the coming months, and we look 
forward to engaging with library cus¬ 
tomers and communities as the plan¬ 
ning for this new organisation moves 
forward.” 

A county spokesperson added: “As 
well as budget savings, creating a new 
independent organisation would also 
mean that communities have a 
greater say in how their local library is 
run. 


“This could involve moving their li¬ 
brary to an alternative community lo¬ 
cation to enable it to be open for 
longer and reduce the building’s run¬ 
ning costs, using volunteers to extend 
core library opening hours, using 
under-utilised space in the library, or 
using the library out of core opening 
hours to generate additional income 
and increase community use of the 
building or incorporating other serv¬ 
ices or facilities into the existing library 


in order to reduce the overall running 
costs. 

“The independent organisation 
would also have greater flexibility and 
more control over running costs for 
the service and could access new 
funding sources unavailable to the 
council. 

“Libraries would also have a more 
concentrated focus and greater op¬ 
portunities to engage more directly 
with customers, communities and 
partners.” 


Axminster students to take part in Auschwitz Project 



TWO sixth form students from Axe Val¬ 
ley Community College in Axminster 
have gained places on the Lessons from 
Auschwitz Project, run by the Holocaust 
Educational Trust. 

Mary Scott, pictured left, of Chard and 
Jacob Horton, pictured right, of Seaton 
had to submit a short report detailing 
how they thought they could benefit 
from being awarded this opportunity and 
how they would share this knowledge 
and experience on their return. 

Mary and Jacob’s entries were selected 
and they were set to start their experi¬ 
ence on March 16th with an orientation 
seminar in Exeter, learning about pre¬ 
war Jewish life and hearing a holocaust 
survivor share their testimony. 

On March 24th they have an early start 
from Exeter airport for their flight to 
Poland where they will visit authentic 
sites and museums and take part in dis¬ 
cussion groups with other students. 


The post visit work is an extremely im¬ 
portant part of this project and Mary and 
Jacob will be part of a follow-up seminar 
to reflect on the visit, explore the con¬ 
temporary relevance of the Holocaust 
and prepare for their next steps as trust 
ambassadors. 

This will involve completing a project 
of their choosing aimed at disseminating 
in their schools and communities the les¬ 
sons they have learned. 

On learning of his success in being of¬ 
fered a place on this project, Jacob said: 
“I feel this is such an honour. It is special 
to me as my grandad was in the war; I 
have his medals. It is a fantastic learning 
opportunity and a chance to share the 
opportunity with other students.” 

The Lessons from Auschwitz Project 
is now in its sixteenth year and has taken 
more than 25,000 students and teachers 
from across the UK on this unforgettable 
emotional and educational trip.

Since October 2014, Sam’s Legacy has helped fund 
five pieces of disability equipment - a wheelchair, 
specialist seating, two buggies and a car seat.

Honiton’s ‘Jack’ wins panto award 


HONITON Pantomime Society's 2014 production 
Jack and the Beanstalk triumphed at the National 
Operatic and Dramatic Association NODA South 
West Awards Gala by winning the Wilfred Roe Tro¬ 
phy for Stage Decor, writes Anders Larsson. 

The society beat more than 300 hundred amateur 
dramatic societies to claim the award for stage de¬ 
sign, costumes, props and makeup. 

Nominees were shortlisted from over a thousand 
productions from across the southwest performed 
by NODA affiliated societies. Among the eleven 
other societies that were shortlisted for the award 
were musicals, plays and other theatrical shows. 

Production director Alex Jackson commented: 
"The hard work on the visual elements of the pan¬ 
tomime starts in September for costumes where 
the whole cast is measured ready for costumes to 
be made. 

"Since we have 30 years' worth of costumes to 
draw on, we try to adapt or add-to costumes wher¬ 
ever possible to save money and fabric but often a 
character pops up where a completely new cos¬ 
tume has to be made. 

"For example, in Jack and the Beanstalk we had to 


build a giant. This consisted of a head within which 
a smaller boy stood, and a body which he sat on top 
of operated a man dressed in black. This created the 
illusion of a truly large giant and the audience loved 
it when the head popped off and started running 
around on its own. 

“For props and set, the society works every Sat¬ 
urday and Sunday from January to the pantomime 
in February to build anything up to five sets that are 
needed and the multitude of props and smaller 
pieces of set that appear throughout the show. 

"The beanstalk is one of the biggest challenges of 
any pantomime and must be impressive and work well 
every time on the nights of the performances. Not all 
amateur societies attempt to make a working 
beanstalk, so we were proud to be able to win the 
award based on our perseverance with this production. 

"The makeup is a job which is well planned and 
thought out but not delivered until much later in the 
rehearsal period where the makeup is tried out with 
the finale costumes and then produced in detail 
every night of the performance. Our makeup team 
consists of anything up to six people for a cast of 
roughly 40 strong and therefore can be quite a job 


especially if you have 30 
chorus members to do 
makeup for all in one 
makeup change. 

“I am so proud that the 
first pantomime I've been 
involved with as director has 
won a regional award. 

"It is such a team atmos¬ 
phere at Honiton Pan¬ 
tomime Society and I can 
genuinely say that as well as 
working together to create 
the pantomime I have some 
great friends in the society 
and we have so much fun 
particularly in performance week. "We don't set out 
to win awards with our production but it is so great 
that our hard work has been recognised in this way." 

The next production is The Lion, the Witch and The 
Wardrobe this summer. Alex added: "Our new sum¬ 
mer production will be our first adventure into the 
world of musical theatre and it has a great script so 
we can't wait to get started on the production.

pose sports complex at 
Tower Cross, on the edge of 
the town near Honiton Golf 
Club, are still on the table, 
alongside options to improve 
existing facilities in the 
town. 

But councillors expressed 
frustration with the latest pa¬ 
pers, warning that urgent ac¬ 
tion should be taken to 
provide stretched clubs with 
the space they need. 


Councillor Vivienne Ash 
said: “Here we have yet 
more delay on a decision 
about facilities at Tower 
Cross. 

“I am worried that there is 
no massive commitment 
towards improving the 
facilities, and I am not con¬ 
vinced how much further 
forward we have moved with 
this.” 

Councillor Roy Coombs 
added: “We are short of open 
space full stop, regardless of 
what they are being used for. 
All the way around, we are 


losing on sports facilities.” 

Pitch provision is a major 
issue at Mountbatten Park, 
where Honiton's senior foot¬ 
ball and cricket teams cur¬ 
rently share overused 
pitches. 

The youth football club is 
also in desperate need of 
additional pitch space and 
is currently playing on 
poor quality fields at St 
Rita’s. 

Honiton Rugby Club has 
reported drainage and main¬ 
tenance issues with its 
pitches at All Hallows and 


the Honiton Hornets hockey 
club has also expressed its 
urgent need for a dedicated 
playing facility. 

Some see a brand new fa¬ 
cility at Tower Cross as the 
best solution to these issues, 
but critics warn that it is too 
far from the centre of the 
town. 

Councillor Gary Elliot said 
he favoured the idea, as it 
would free up All Hallows to 
be used as a recreational 
open space as originally in¬ 
tended. 

And Mayor Peter Halse 
said it was important for the 
Tower Cross option to re¬ 
main on the table. 

He said: “If East Devon 
[District Council] take it out 
of their plans, we may never 
see anything done about it in 
our lifetimes. It is a serious 
situation.” 

Councillor John Taylor 
added: “We don’t want to 
lose our more accessible 
playing fields in order to 
fund Tower Cross. The strat¬ 
egy should be to have extra 
money, not a swap.” 

Comments from the latest 
round of consultation, which 
drew to a close on March 
16th, will be considered and 
fed into EDDC’s final play¬ 
ing pitch strategy. 


‘Strong work ethic’ among young people 


RECORD numbers of young people 
in East Devon are finding a route into 
work, according to Honiton council¬ 
lor and ‘business champion’ Mike 
Allen, writes JACK DIXON. 

Councillor Allen, who represents 
the Honiton St Michael’s ward on 
East Devon District Council and also 
serves as the authority’s represen¬ 
tative for business, praised the 
“strong work ethic” among young 
people in the area who are striving 
to find jobs. 

He said a record number of people 
aged 16 to 24 were now in work in 
East Devon, in line with a national 
drop in levels of youth unemploy¬ 
ment. 


“In the last year, only 10 young 
people in the workforce were out of 
work for longer than 12 months,” he 
said. 

“Thiis is an excellent record for the 
strong work ethic in our young peo¬ 
ple and shows that in East Devon, 
and particularly in Honiton, people 
can get work. 

“My hope is that the Science Park 
[in Exeter] and the investments that 
EDDC has put into the coastal towns 
will mean much more varied and in¬ 
teresting jobs - plus better pay.” 

Councillor Allen said East Devon 
had outperformed other parts of 
the country in terms of keeping 
people in work, with only 80 people 


from a population of more than 
130,000 out of work for longer than 
a year. 

He added: “Tie good news is that 
more people will be able to work 
full-time if they wish, and more 
people who taken lower-paid jobs 
should now be able to look for better 
full-time work, meaning more 
money in people's pockets. 

“But increasing skill shortages can 
hamper economic growth in the 
months ahead. 

“Until we solve this problem, the 
fast-growing small businesses in 
our local economy might be ham¬ 
pered.” 


Ambulance station

FIREFIGHTERS were sent to Honiton Ambu¬ 
lance Station to deal with a minor incident. 

The alarm was raised just after 7.45pm on 
Thursday, March 12th, and a spokesperson for 
the fire and rescue service said: “They believed 
one of their ambulance vehicles may be on fire 
as there was smoke coming from its engine.

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Talks held over 
beach ownership 


BEER Parish Council is 
looking seriously at the pos¬ 
sibility of taking greater con¬ 
trol of the beach and the 
running of the beach huts, 
writes Kevin Fahey. 

District Councillor Geoff 
Pook, who represents Beer 
and Branscombe on East 
Devon District Council, told 
parish councillors and mem¬ 
bers of the public at Tues¬ 
day’s meeting that 
negotiations were on-going 
into how the village could 
take greater control of its 
own assets. 

“One plan was for Beer 
Parish Council to take on the 
beach huts and send a single 
invoice to EDDC,” said Cllr 
Pook. 

“Alternatively other ideas 
include taking all activities 
on the beach. It is all in the 
melting point for whoever is 
in charge after the elections 
in May. 

“There will be further con¬ 
sultations but nothing has 
been decided but it is impor¬ 
tant that whatever is decided 
is sustainable for the village. 

“But essentially the beach 
could be self-financing if it 
includes the income from the 
concessions.” 


Cllr Pook has been busy 
obtaining information from 
EDDC of the revenue and 
expenditure associated with 
the beach and all the various 
activities on it from the let¬ 
ting of beach huts to the cafe 
concessions and the mainte¬ 
nance of the beach and cliffs. 

The issue was thrown into 
the limelight recently when 
the EDDC revealed it was 
revising the rental rates for 
all its beach huts to bring 
them in line with commer¬ 
cial operations and was also 
looking at new terms and 
conditions. 

The issue caused consider¬ 
able alarm among beach hut 
owners in Beer and Cllr 
Pook had to allay the percep¬ 
tion that the EDDC owned 
beach huts were being out 
for open tender on the mar¬ 
ket 

Councillors were support¬ 
ive of the move to get further 
information on the costs and 
liabilities for the council in 
taking over the beach. 

“There is nothing to be 
frightened of,” added Cllr 
Pook.

SEATON Tramway has advanced plans for 
a brand new, state-of-the-art terminus in 
Seaton.

“I am extremely excited by the prospect 


of co-operating with our local authority, 
voluntary sector and private partners to re¬ 
ally put the town on the map, for all the 
right reasons.” 

A company spokesperson added: “The 
new plans for the tramway terminus will 
provide a modern, all-weather facility 
which will enhance visitor comfort, offer 
the usual facilities expected of a leading vis¬ 
itor attraction, and improve the interpreta¬ 
tion of the tramway's history and 
operations. 

“It will represent the biggest capital in¬ 
vestment ever made in the company’s his¬ 
tory, and a massive vote of confidence in the 
local area. 

“The arrival of the Tesco store, along with 
the imminent opening of Seaton's Jurassic 
Coast Visitor Centre, means that the 
tramway needs to develop a terminus in 
keeping with its neighbours, which between

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Why did the council not grant 
temporary lease for Beehive? 


District council says Sidmouth’s getting 
‘cracking good deal’ with sale of Knowle 


■ ON Tuesday, March 10th Honiton Town Coun¬ 
cil voted to give away for 10 years the manage¬ 
ment of The Beehive to the company who have 
been running it on a temporary lease. 

This letter is not a criticism of the company or 
how The Beehive has been run. It is a comment on 
our town council and its management of our fi¬ 
nances. 

The motion was carried despite borrowing of 
£975,000 towards the building which Honiton’s 
ratepayers will be paying back for 28 years, a fur¬ 
ther borrowing now of £98,000 to meet the short¬ 
fall, the fact that the final bill from the builder is 
not yet known, and also £75,000 of unauthorised 
payments are being disputed by Honiton Town 
Council. 

Further, in February Honiton Town Council 


■ FURTHER to the report on the front of last 
week’s Pulman’s View From Axminster (March 
7th), we the residents of St George’s do not want 
a HMO of five bedsits. 

We are a small community of only one to two- 
bedroom apartments and feel this type of housing 
is out of character will greatly affect the surround¬ 
ing area, especially through noise and disturbance.

Ingredients 

Boned and rolled shoulder of pork 

Oil 

Salt 

Stuffing 

450g (lib) Pork sausages 
1 Eating apple, cored and cut into chunks 
Handful fresh sage leaves 
String for tying 



Method 

Allow 100-175g (4-6oz) raw meat per 
person for boneless joints. 

Preheat oven to Gas Mark 4-5, 18 O 0 C, 
350oF. 

Take a boned and rolled shoulder joint. 
Make the Stuffing: Slit the sausage skins 
and remove the sausagemeat. Mix to¬ 
gether sausagemeat and apple pieces. Cut 
the strings from the joint and open up on 
a board. Place the sage leaves onto the 
meat and top with the stuffing, roll up the 
joint and secure with string in 3-4 places. 
Weigh the stuffed joint and calculate the 
cooking time - 30 minutes per 450g/^kg 
(lib) plus 30 minutes (medium). 

Dry the rind and score deeply with a 
sharp knife. Rub the joint with a little oil 
and sprinkle with salt. 

Place on a rack in a roasting tin and open 
roast in preheated oven for calculated 
cooking time. 

When cooked allow to stand for 10 min¬ 
utes before carving. Serve with seasonal 
roasted vegetables. 

Top tip: If you have any stuffing left 
over cut some onions in half horizontally, 
scoop out some of the layers and put a 
big spoonful into the onion shells. Cook 
with joint for the last 40-50 minutes

National Trust memebers 
enjoy talk on Cerne Giant 

THE National Trust Axe Valley Centre were 
given an enlightening and amusing talk on the 
March 11th by Robert Rhodes of the West 
Dorset National Trust, his subject being the 
Cerne Giants. 

Robert showed members an image of the 
giant from a helicopter and also told the group 
its dimensions. He spoke about the methods 
used for refurbishment, which takes place 
every 10/15 years, depending on the deterio¬ 
ration caused by the grass growing back over 
the outline. TTie image is also protected by a 
rabbit proof fence and only sheep are allowed 
in to control the grass. 

It is the third most famous monument, other 
examples being regimental badges and horses. 
It was also featured in the Olympic bid for Wey¬ 
mouth and BBC’s “Countryfile” programme. 

Many people visit the site being a local tourist 
attraction, and the refurbishment generates 
more interest as it takes place over approxi¬ 
mately six days, the work being done by vol¬ 
unteers and local schoolchildren, who were 
given the outstretched arm to do last time.
